The Prison Collapsed. 


The prison at Messina collapsed. Some 
of the prisoners were killed, Dut the sur- 
vivors made their escape and joined the 
Hooligans who \were sacking the oity. 
Such confusion reigned that the robbers 
met with no resistance. The local chief 
of police lies dead in the ruins of his 
office. The barracks a’. Messina were 
demolished. The commander of the 
troops was killed outright, and there are 
many victims among the enlisted men. 

The government lagt night sent Gen- 
eral Feira di Cossatto, an army corps 
commander, to take full charge of the 
troops in the devastated territory. One 
of his first measures will be to declare 
martial law. 

The robbers pillaged the ruins of the 
shattered buildings and even stole cloth- 
ing and valuables from the conpses of 
the victims. They were not deterred by 
the flg¢mes that broke out in several 
sections of the city, but took advantage 
of the light for their vandalism. The 
nicht in Messina was one of horror in- 
desc ribaible—fire, robbery, dead and dy- 
ing on every side; the city is in the ut- 
nost confusion and the people panic- 
stricken and under a spell or terror. 

Troops began to pour into Messina 
last night, and this morning a number 
of steamers arrived from the peninsula 
with soldiers on board. 

Patrols at Once Organized. 


Patrols were at once organized and 
efforts made to bring some order into 
the situation. Citizens’ committees 
were formed, and helped heroically in 
the work of rescue. Many courageous 
acts were performed by soldiers and 
citizens alike, and in some cases the 
rescuers themselves lost their lives in 
trying to help others, Toward morning 
several of the worst fires had 
extinguished, the looting was 
partial control, and comparative order 
had been established. Everything pos- 
being done to succor 
wounded, but the relief measures are 
still utterly inadequate owing to 
immensity of the disaster. 

The finest palaces, churches 
theaters of Messina are heaps of ruins. 
Countless deag bodies are 
tunrough the wreckage, and their de- 
composition will doubtless bring pesti- 
lence to add to the horrors of the 
situation. 

The devastation over the entire dis- 
trict was more or less complete. No 
part of the province of Reggio de Cla- 
escaped. The disaster was the 
most severe along the shores of the 
Straits of Messina, where the cities of 
Messina and Reggio are situated. In 
more than one town the shocks cauged 
gas meters to explode, and disastrous 
fires resulted.

Counterfeit 85 Silwer Notes Are Be-« 
ing Circulated. 
Washington, December 29.—A counter- 
feit $5 silver certificate which made its 
appearance in Philadelphia has just 
been discovered by the secret service 
bureau. It is of the series of 1899 and 
bears the portrait of an Indian chief.

Dury 
told the young wife stories of stage 
life which enchanted her, and a week 
ago she left her mother’s home, taking 
with her her baby, and went-xto live 
with Dury, who previously had left his 
consumptive wife at an outdoor resort 

_at Englewood. 
Bell, hearing of it at Laramie, hurried 
‘back to Denver, and for days walked 
the streets looking for Dury and his 
| wife. Finally he located them.at a 
‘rooming house on Curtis street. Yes- 
iterday afternoon he went to the house 
land knocked at thelr door. His wife 
answered the knock. Pushing past the 
‘screaming woman, Be!l walked up to 

Dury and asked him to step tInto the 
hall Mrs. Bell, pleading for Dury’s 
life, followed them, but Bell teok her 
‘by the arm. pushed her back into the 
,room and a moment later had killed the 
man,

PALEOLITH FOUND IN OHIO. 


Medina County Was Once Home of 
Paleolithic Men. 

Akron, Ohio, December 29.—The d18- 
covery of what is claimed to be 4 
paleoithic stone near Wadsworth has 
led Professor G. Frederick Wright, ge- 
ologist and president of the State Arch- 
ecological Society, to declare that Medina 
county was the home of paleolithic man. 
Professor Wright took the stone with 
him to Baltimore, and will return to 
Wadsworth next spring, he says, with 
government geologists to continue his re- 
searches. 

Professor Wright and Professor Bron- 
son. of Oberlin college, declared that the 
finding of the paleolith at Wadsworth Is 
one of the most important discoveries 


— 


made ~ in America -in fixing the 
age of human life on the 
American continent. They said 


also that the best specimen of a kams Or 
escher terrace they had ever examined 
is located at the (Mennonite church, on 
‘the Seville road, west.of Wadsworth. 

It is Professor Wright's belief that at 
one time the site of Wadsworth was cov~- 
ered with a large glacier which was 4 
mile high and extended to Millersburg. 
The paileolthic stone found near Wads- 
worth is an elliptical-shape flint stone 
weighing about a half or three-quarters 
of a pound, and is a fine specimen of one 
of the instruments used by man during 
the glacial period.

An@ Over Fifty Others Wounded. 
Clash May Be the Beginning of 
Civil War in South Ameri- 
can Republic. 


Port-au-Spain, Trinidad, December 29.— 
There has been fighting at Macura, on 
the Venezuelan coast, between ad- 
herents of former President Castro and 
the crew of a gunboat working in the 
interests of the new president, Juan 
Vicente Gomez. About twenty men were 
killed and some fifty wounded. The 
Gomez party was obliged to withdraw 
temporarily, but later returned to re- 
sume the engagement. 

This news was brought in here by 
the Miranda, the gunboat in question. 

The Miranda left LaGuaira for Ma- 
curla with men on board, who were to 
take the places of the officials there 
who had been serving under Castro. The 
Miranda arrived off Macura yesterday 
morning. General Torres meanwhile 
had gotten together about 500 men, and 
was prepared to resist a landing. The 
Miranda cleared and went into action. 
Under cover of her battery the men on 
board tried unsuccessfully to effect @ 
landing. The fighting lasted about four 
hours. 

When the captain of the Maranda saw 
the situation was impossible he with- 
drew, and came to Port-au-Spain. A dis- 
patch wes at once sent to President 
Gomez, via Curacao, informing him of 


the situation. The Miranda then took 
on coal, 
As s00n as this news became known 


in Port-au-Spain a large contingent of 
the Venezuelan colony volunteered to 
help the government, and the office of 
the Venezuelan consul was besieged by 
men anxtous to return to Macura and 
fight. A number of the volunteers were 
accepted and went on board the,*gun- 
boat, which at once started back for 
Macura, where the engagement will be 
continued.

gregating $60,000—the same constituting 
sinking fund of the city of Atlanta. 

All of the bonds held by the commission 
are kept in safe deposit boxes mn the vaults 
of the Title Guarantee and Trust Company 
of this “city. 

There ia due the commission by the city of 
Atlanta a balance from the sinking fund for 
1908 of one hundred and six and elghty-nine- 
one hundred ($106.89) dollars, which {fs 
to the credit of the commission of the 
books of the city.

There fs tn the custody of the treas- 
urer of Fulton county $100,000, which 
has been collected in tazmes during one 
year, which was assessed for the pur- 
pose of raising a fund with which to 
join sith the city in building a joint 
court bouse and city hall. This project 
was dropped, and the money is on hand 
and can be touched for no other pur- 
pose than for which it was assessed. 

“T think this question of what to do 
with the $100,000 will come up at a 
meeting early in the spring,” continued 
General Anderson, “and I am in favor 
of raising an additional] $250,000 by 
direct taxation and getting a fund of 
$350,000 with which to build a} fine 
court house. When this last tax! was 
collected an additional tax of I! 1-2 
mills was levied, and the $100,000 was 
raised. Since that time property has 
increased in value, and I believe that 
an additional mill a year would bring 
the required sum in two or three 
years.”

AT TOP NOTCH 


Advance of One Cent in the 
Price 


Strength to the Market——Corn 
and Oats Also Closed Strong. 
Provisions Were 
Weak. 


Chicago, December 29.—Argentine ad- 
vices formed the basis of a ic advance 
in the price of wheat here today. The 
market closed strong at the top notch. 
Corn agd oats also closed strong, but 


provisions were weak. 

One of the chief factors contributing 
to the strength of the wheat market was 
@ cablegram from Argentina stating 
that severe storms were doing consider- 
able damage to the wheat crop. Other 
advices from that country confirmed pre- 
vious estimates of a comparatively smal! 
amount of wheat which will be available 
for export These reports transformed 
@ weak market to one of d ecided 
Strength. At the apening prices were 
% to \@ sc lower compared with the pre- 
vious close, the weakness being due to a 
decline of 4 to 4d at Liverpool. A firmer 
tone developed toward the end of the 
first hour and throughout the remainder 
of the day sentiment in the pit continued 
to be bullish. A special report On the 
fall-sown wheat in this country made Dy 
a local expert who was inclined to doubt 
the accuracy of the government statis- 
tics, showed that the official figures 
placed the total at 1,250,000 acres more 
than was claimed by.this authority. This 
report helped to strengthen the market. 
The market closed strong with all de- 
liveries at the highest point of the day, 
May being at $1.07%, and July at 99%. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 186,000 bushels. The sworilds 
visible supply, as shown by Bradstreet's, 
imcreased 72,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts, were 336,000 bushels Minneapo- 
lis, Duluth and Chicago reported total 
receipts of 3/0 cars. 

A prospective falling off in receipts 
was the chief incentive to considerable 
buyihe of corn fy elevator interests and 
shorts, which resulted in a strong market 
during the last half of the day. The ex- 
pectation of a decreased movement was 
based mainly on an official forecast of 
unsettled weather for the corn belt. 
Slight weakness was manifested early in 


weakness of wheat. The manket closed 
strong at the highest point, with prices 
up % to %@%c, final quotations on May 
being at 6134@5%, and on July at 6!1%. 
Local receipts 448 cars, 7 contract grade. 

The advance in wheat and corn im- 
parted moderate firmness fo the oats 
market, but the volume of trade was 
extremely small. The bulk of the bus- 
iness was én the May delivery. The mar- 
ket closed firm at the top, with prices

MAY COST THE SELLER $5,000 


New York, December 26.—(Special.)— 
To Maine—the Pine Tree State—«oes the 
record of the most expensive drinks on 
earth When a noted gourmet recently 
spent $2,000 for wines at a dinner given 
to twenty persons in New York it was 
thought that the record for hig!h-priced 
libations had been broken But in 
Maine a single drink—and one of poor 
whisky at that—may cost $6,000. it isn’t 
sO expensive to buy as to sell, however, 
and the penalties which have been piled 
up by the lawmakers to be visited on 
the head of anyone who sells liquor read 
like a modern inquisition. For selling 
a singte drink the following things 
could be done to the vendor: He could 
be indicted on the grounds of search 
and seigure, common seller, sance, 
drinking house and tippling Shop. could 
be fined four or five thousand dollars, 
and kept In jail for yeara. If that does 
not constitute a record price fo: 
gie drink it is hard to discover what 
does, 

But tn spite of the most rigorous pro- 
hibition laws in the country, there is a 
good deal of question as to Maine's real 
prohibition position. That the jaws are 
constantly evaded ,is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge. Their existence on the 
statute books have bred many queer in- 
cidents {n their evasion. One effect has 
been to bring into existence a form of 
intoxication pecullar to Maine, ¥ teh ig 
commonly called the “jaky drunk It 
is most frequently met in rural! districts, 
Where various intoxicating “medicines 
are sold. and in more decorous langage, 
is known as the Jamaica ginge! jag. 
As the name implies, it results [rom 
copious consumption of fiery Jamaica 
ginger. 

In its larger aspects the 
Maine's prohibition law is open to queés- 
tion—if not as a law, certainly as to the 
Manner {In which it has been applied. 
More distant states look upon Maine as 
the apotheosis of drynese; in that state 
itself there is much @iacussion of the 
workings of the law. Dryness loses some 
of its drought when viewed more ©/0se- 
ly, and Maine's title as the iryest 
state ever’ becomes a little se- 
cure, 

A Maine man, Mr. Holman Day, whe 
has observed the working of the \aws 
affecting rum selling for the past twenty 
years, confesses in the August number 
of Appleton’'s magasine that these /aws 
have become wholly political, and have 
no longer a moral working. Summing 
up the whole matter, he asserts that the 
results of recent political campaigns 
have shown that “the folks of Maine 
wanted prohibition, but didn't want it 
enforced.” How true this opinion is has 
been evidenced by the continulty with 
which the prohibition laws have been 
kept on the statute books, and even 
Made more stringent, while, at the same 
time, all sorts of means of evading meen 
were openly tolerated. Maine, for ae 
stance, has developed a rapid tran 
system so remarkably rapid that it — 
transport a case of liquor from yoston 
to the home of the thirsty Maine _ 
in half an hour. Numerous so-called 
@xpress companies, which have sprung 
up in various parts of the state, = 
martly for the purpose of expressing 
liquor from Boston to Maine points 
whenever it might be ordered, have bec 
reached the point of keeping a stock o 
wet goods on hand. A customer 0° pate 
Ing a case of beer, for example. is - 
mediately supplied from the stock = 
hand, his order being used simply o: 
keep the supply up. In some cases 10

To be per- 
fectly honest, we folks in Maine haven't 

ade up our minds. 

“One thing that seems tolerably clear 
is that there is no likelihood of a repeal 
of the Maine prohibition law in the near 
uture. The majority of the people of 
he state want the law retained. They 
want it so much so that for any politi- 
cal party to attempt to monkey with the 
jaw means defeat. But as to deciding 
the question of prohibition itself or 
whether it is a good thing for the state, 
we cannot eettie it here in Maine. After 
more than fifty years of trying we've 
given up the attempt to decide it.
